lace consists of a

sixty-three pearls, carefully matched 
and fastened with a clasp set with a 
diamond of unusual size. 


Savis entered the jewelry store and 


presented a single pearl which he of- 
ferred to sell. Assuring himself of its 
genuineness, 
Edholm gave him 
a 


valuation of ?50 or 
?f>0, whereupon 


the Greek offered to snll him a dozen 
at 5-10 each, but said a friend had 
them. 


By n rust! the jeweler succeeded in 


notifying the police and two detectives 
were sent to the store, where the 
man wns arrested. In his possession 
was found a huge revolver, but he 
made no resistance.

house a search revealed the entire 
necklace in his pocket. 
It was found 


that the gem offered for sale was the 
smallest of the sixty-three.

The Sex of Bones. 


The sex of bones has been much 


discussed by anatomists and ariLhro- 
poligists. Dr. Brinton some time ago 
stated his belief that, with the excep- 
tion of the pelvis, sex could not be 
determined from an examination of 
the bones. That is to say, if a given 
arm or leg bone or rib or skull or aii 
of the bones of a skeleton except the 
pelvis are found, the sex of the indi- 
vidual cannot be decided with any 
certainty. 
Dr. Thomas Qwicht, of 


the Harvard 
Medical School, 
who 


lias recently been investigating the 
subject, agrees with 
Dr. 
Brinton's 


conclusions in the main, but adds 
that when the fresh bones with tho 
front cartilages in place are obtain- 
able, sex can be determined with 
some certainty. 
In 
the male 
the 


heads of the fc-mnr (high bone) and 
the humerus nipper ami) are regu- 
larly larger than in. ihe other joints. 
By careful examination of these ar- 
ticulations the sex can be ascertain- 
ed in a large number of cases. With 
old skeletons this test is of course 
not available.
